As a matter of fact, 
we only have one letter, and it 
was printed in the final issue of 
The Gladstone Gazette! But 
since the Gazette had a limited 
distribution, we thought that 
letter might bear reprinting 
here, with an update on our 
response:

As you can see, the first 
three-issue set contains discrete, 
loosely-related stories featuring 
Donald and Neighbor Jones. We 
do plan to try out a Paul Murry 
Mickey serial for the next set of 
three, however. 
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When we initially ran this 
letter in The Gladstone Gazette, 
we had not been able to track 
down “The Secret of the Ancient 
Incas,” but we finally figured out 
it originally saw print in 
WDCE&S 4274-276, which is a 
little later than the period our 
index covers. Anyway, we do 
have stats in hand, so look for 
“Incas” to be serialized in Penny 
Pincher #s 4 to 6. We're still 
trying to locate “Undercover 
Mountie,” however. If anyone 
out there can supply us with 
information about where and 
when it was originally published, 
we'll do our best to get ahold of
